Tekst: 3, 1—15. 

Vi læser i Riwnerbrevet 11, 34 et spørgs- 
maal som er noksaa hjerte-ransakende for 
søkende sjæle: “Hvem kjendte Herrens 
sind? eller hvem var hans raadgiver?” Det 
minder os om, at det er ganske umuligt 
for det naturlige menneske, at fatte Guds 
raad, eller finde veien til Gud. Videska- 
pen har forsøkt at finde ut, om tilværelsens 
utspring og maal, og løse alle Guds hem¬ 
meligheter, men har aldrig naadd sit maal. 
Andre har søkt at moralens vei, at naa 
den salighet som sjælen higer efter, men 
den sandhet som den store reformator Lu¬ 
ther slog fast: “at jeg ikke av min Styrke 
og fornuft kan tro paa Jesus eller komme 
til ham, “blier altid staaende urokkelig. 
Det var ved dette, som denne mand i evan¬ 
geliet for Trefoldighet Søndag ogsaa hadde 
erfaret. Derfor kommer han til Jesus og 
uttaler sig som han gjorde. 

Hvad er det sam han vil ha rede paa? 
Nei, det sier han ikke bent frem, dertil 
var vel hans stolte farisæer natur i ham 
endnu for mægtig, men hans vidnesbyrd 
om Jesus, “Du er en lærer kommen fra 
Gud, ti ingen kan gjør de ting 
du gjør uten Gud er med ham,” 
vidner om at hjerte der ikke har 
fundet den lykke han stræbte efter ved at 
leve et moralskt liv. Skjøndt han ikke 
kommer med derekt spørgsmaal, saa tak 
Gud, Jesus kjendte hvad der rørte sig i 
hans hjerte. De tanker som ligger skjult 
i menneskets indre er aapenbaret for ham, 
derfor var han ogsaa istand at gi et svar 
som gjælder for alle menesker der vil bli 
salig. .Hvad er det?

Trods al 
egenretfærdighet og fromhet kommer ingen 
til Gud uten han er født av den Hellig 
aand. Det nytter ikke at si vi er Abra¬ 
hams børn. Skal mennesket bli salig og 
engang naa frem til at beskue hans ansigt, 
maa først den syndige og kjødelige natur 
forvandles og fornyes og det kan ske og 
utføres alene ved den helligaands under- 
kraft; ti født av kjød er kjød. Saa er det 
ligesom Jesus vil forsætte igjen. Dette 
forundrer dig. Jeg ser det paa dig, at det 
er dig ubegripeligt. Ja, saa er det for alle 
mennesker, men la det ikke forundre eder; 
ti vinden blaaser hvor den vil, vi hører 
dens susen, men ved ikke hvorfra den kom¬ 
mer eller hvorhen den farer. Vi ser ikke 
vinden, heller ikke kjender vi dens utgang 
og ende. Hvorfra ved vi der er vind? Det 
skjønner vi av erfaring, og saa om ikke vi 
kan fatte og forklare hvorledes Gud ved 
aandens kraft gjennem daaben og ordet ut¬ 
fører sitt skapervæk i menneskets indre, 
saa kan vi da erfare det. La os derfor 
være stille for Herren, og gi sangeren ret 
naar han sier, “det kan ei forklares, kan 
blodt erfares,” at vi er gjenfødte til et 
levende haab ved troen paa Jesus, Det 
grundlag paa hvilken gjenfødelsen hviler 
er Kristus.

Faithfulness. 

Faithfulness means to be true to 
the task God has given you to do. 
As Sunday-school teachers we need 
to be reminded time and again of the 
need to be faithful in our work. The 
Parable of the Talents, seems to me, 
to have an especial lesson for Sunday- 
school teachers in faithfulness. 

Some times we, who are working 
in the Sunday-school, feel that our 
work is not appreciated by others as 
we think it should be, and we get dis- 
couraged and ready Jo quit. At such 
moment we are so apt to begin to 
look around for some one else to take 
the job, and it becomes very easy to 
find an excuse that she or he are bet- 
ter qualified for the work. It is then 
well to remember the Parable of the 
Talents. What Jesus asks of us in 
that parable is faithfulness. The 
two-talented man received exactly 
the same honor as the five-talented 
man, for they were equally faithful. 
Let us remember that God does not 
ask of us more than we can give. He 
does not ask brilliancy and originality 
but faithfulness. One who is doing 
his very best is doing his duty. 

This does not mean that we should 
be satisfied with the work that we 
are doing. There is always a place 
for an impovement in every Sunday- 
school. We should never be satisfied 
with a fair success in our work. Je¬ 
sus gives us a warning in the same 
parable that unused talents are lost 
by neglect. It is very easy to slip in- 
to the Sunday-school without any 
preparation for the lesson. And if 
this repeats it-self, we soon lose in- 
teret in our lesson and the work in 
general. 

What can be done to keep up the 
interest? Be faithful! Study the 
lesson and seek inspiration from the 
lesson as you are preparing it. Some 
times, we are so apt to seek for inspi¬ 
ration from outside things, rather 
then from the lesson we have to 
teach. The best and the most suc- 
cessful teacher will find his or her 
inspiration in the lesson. 

There is an old legend about an 
Oriental Kind that once searched the 
world over for precious diamonds in 
order that he might become rich. 
After many years of hard labor he re- 
turned home poorer than when he 
started. Then the idea came to him 
that he would search his own garden, 
and to his surprise he found many 
valuable stones there. This old leg¬ 
end may teach us too, to search at 
home for spiritual riches. The Word 
of God is rich, and if we search each 
lesson prayerfully, we will find all the 
inspiration we need to teach our 
lesson. God says; “B e faithful!”

The N.L.T.A. 

Those letters may be unfamiliar to some 
who read this, as well as to some of the 
people of the Lutheran Church in Cana¬ 
da. It is with hope of making this as¬ 
sociation and its great work known to our 
people that these words are written. What 
do those four letters stand for, some may 
ask. They stand for THE NORWEGIAN 
LUTHERAN TEACHERS ASSOCIA¬ 
TION OF AMERICA. 

The N. L. T. A. was organized in 1916 
by a group of Parochial teachers who met 
at Madison Normal, Madison, Minn. At 
first it was for such teachers only, but la¬ 
ter the constitution was changed to take 
in both Sunday School teachers, pastors, 
and others who are interested In the cause. 
There, is a membership fee of one dollar 
per year and then the “GREETINGS”, 
the official organ of the association, is sent 


free to members. 

The motto of the N.L.T.A. is “FEED 
MY LAMBS.” Indeed a great commis- 
sion, is it not? Its aim is to fulfill that 
command from God in awakening interest 
for religious instruction among the congre- 
gations, hornes, and teachers. To do that, 
meeting are held, where the Christian in¬ 
struction of the children is considered so 
as to create interest in that immense work, 
as well as to encourage those who are in¬ 
terested and busily engaged in it. The va- 
rious phases of It is discussed and the 
various problems are studied with the aim 
of giving a solution. Round-table discus- 
sions have their place as well as do the 
special talks to the children. Such talks 
to the children have proven very essential 
and beneficia]. 

Thus efforts are made at the meetings to 
arouse interest in the work of sending out 
teachers to places where they wish to have 
such instruction, but are unable to pay 
a teacher. At such meetings offerings are 
also taken which the association uses to 
defray travelling expences of teachers whom 
it sends out. Every possible effort is made 
to encourage such teachers who will vo- 
lunteer to teach a few weeks or a month 
gratis when their travelling expences are 
paid. The congregations then give them 
board, room, and other necessities during 
that period of time. 

Mr. Lawrence Olson of Cottonwood, 
Minn., the general president of the Asso¬ 
ciation, is giving all his unreserved service 
to this great cause. He has proven by 
his zeal what a person can accomplish if 
fully devoted to the work. In correspond- 
ence with the undersigned he said that the 
association will help us in Canada too, as 
far as the treasury permits, the same as 
it does in other districts. We are very 
appreciative for such hearty co-operation. 

Friends in Canada who are interested 
In the cause of Christ among the children, 
will you be along in this work? Will you 
be along helping to make it possible to 
send teachers to such districts where they 
are unable to pay teachers? You have 
been blessed by the Lord, will you not share 
those blessings with others? You can help 
in this cause by sending your contributions 
either to Rev. B. Ostrem, Wetasklwin, 
Alta., or to the undersigned, who are pre¬ 
sident and secretary-treasurer respectively, 
for the Canada-District of the Association. 

As officers we covet your cooperation, 
and invite correspondence in this matter. 
Would you friends throughout Canada 
write us regarding the religious Instruction 
in your respective localities so that as an 
Association we may become better acquaint- 
ed with the condition as well as the need, 
and thus be able to serve you better? Will 
you who desire to have a teacher for a 
month or so, but find yourselves truely 
unable, kindly let us know at once in case 
you need and wish the Association’s as- 
sistance? Would you teachers who desire 
to devote some time in this work, and could 
do so gratis when travelling expences are 
paid, also write us? By “teachers” we na- 
turally mean such who know the Lord as 
their personal Savior from sin and to life 
and service for Him. State what expe- 
rience you have had in such teaching when 
you write. We would ask if you Would 
kindly include a reference from your pa¬ 
stor or other Christians when you write 
if you are unknown to us. We ask you 
all to do this at your very earliest con- 
venlence. 

It would be greatly appreciated if con¬ 
gregations wishing an N.L.T.A. meeting 
would send in their request for same at 
an early date. Would you kindly state 
the approximate date which you would 
prefer to have the meeting? 

Brothers and sisters In Christ, though 
we may feel as though we cannot do much, 
let us continue daily with one accord to 
pray the Lord of the harvest to send out 
labourers in His harvest. Christ said: 
“Lift up your eyes, and look on the fields; 
for they are white already to harvest.” 
Then let us be alert to hear HIS voice 
when He speaks to us either to go or to 
give. — Gerhard Ostrem. 


From the Bible Course in the 
Swift Currant Circuit, Sask. 

Last year, the Swift Currant Circuit as 
such, decided in favor of arranglng for 
Bible Camps, and Bible Courses within 
its territory if possible. — (and co-opera¬ 
tion was also extended by the Young People 
Luther League, of the same circuit.) 

A committee was elected by the circuit 
to take the new problems under consider- 
ation and see what cOuld be done. The 
followlng were elected: Rev. K. O. Kan- 
dahl, Rev. G. J. Ostrem, and Mr. A. B. 
Solberg. 


The committee met and organized by 
electing Rev. Kandahl as chairman and 
Rev. Ostrem as secretary. 

This committee made arrangement for a 
Bible Camp, at Cypress Hill Park, last 
summer, lasting for two weeks; by many 
it was claimed to be a success, and earnest 
requests made for such a Bible Camp next 
summer too. 

But the problem of a Bible course for 
about a months duration was not so easy 
to solve. However the committee decided 
to arrange for a Bible course at Admiral, 
Sask., Rev. Ostrem’s call, during the 
month of February 1935. (Admiral was 
selected as the place for the Bible course 
due to its central location within the cir¬ 
cuit, also because the church could be used 
as a “classroom,” and the church basement 
as dining room for the Boarding Club. 

The month of January was very severe, 
with lots of snow and could weather. Some 
were then tempted to postpone the Bible 
Course, knowing that the roads would be 
impassable by auto, and that would keep 
quite a few away from the Bible course, 
who had intended to be there. However 
the committee decided to open the course 
at the set time; and February came with. 
fine weather that lasted until the close of 
the Bible course; then a severe storm set 
in again which lasted for quite a few days. 

ATTENDANCE. 

The attendance was better then expected 
under the circumstances mentioned above. 
There were 44 who attended one week or 
more. Fifty-two counting those staying 
less than a week. Averaging better than 
30 for the four weeks. As far as we know, 
eleven congregations were represented at 
the Bible course. 

EXPENSES. 

The expenses for each person for the four 
weeks came to nine dollars. We are thank¬ 
ful to all those who brought in, or sent 
gifts in natura, to the Boarding Club. It 
helped to keep the expenses down, — 
thanks very much. 

FACULTY. 

Rev. P. Overlid — Outline of several 
books in the Old Testament, and the let¬ 
ter to the Hebrews. (History of sin, and 
History of grace). 

Rev. K. O. Kandahl — The Gospel of 
St. Matthew, and personal work. 

Rev. G. J. Ostrem — The Book of 
Acts, and Church History. 

Rev. Gerhard Ostrem — Romans, and 
Sunday School work. 

Beside the regular class work, the mem¬ 
bers of the faculty conducted evangelistic 
meetings twice a week, and also Services 
on Sundays in the surrounding congrega¬ 
tions. The young people were then di- 
vided into different groups, and took part 
in the Services. 

We had a blessed time at this Bible 
course, and as some of the young people 
expressed at the close: “We wished it had 
lasted four months instead of only four 
weeks.” 

Most of the work in connection with 
this Bible course was placed upon the lo- 
cal pastor. But Rev. Ostrem seemed to 
be untiring in his efforts to arrange with 
the different problems. The chairman of 
the committee mentioned this at the close 
of the course, and a rising vote of thanks 
was extended to the local pastor. Miss 
Thelma Nestegaard on behalf of the stu¬ 
dent body expressed thanks to the teach¬ 
ers. 

May God be permitted to richly con¬ 
tinue to bless all those who attended this 
Bible course, and may they all become a 
blessing in their hornes, congregations, and 
communities. 

Let us prayerfully continue to search 
the Scriptures. —Correspondent.

College.

port. 

When we as students met on the first 
day of the fall term, we were mutually 
encouraged to learn there was a goodly 
number of confessing Christians among the 
students. We were still more pleased to 
find the College an ideal place for Chris¬ 
tian fellowship, where every encouragement 
was given to enable us to grow and de- 
velop spiritually. The sympathetic atti- 
tude of the teachers and their devotion 
to the Christian cause made it possible to 
maintain an atmosphere, in which youth 
might find it most conducive to make a 
Christian beginning. We expected great 
things. Now as the school year draws to 
a dose, we look back with joy, knowing 
that our expectation were not disappointed. 
An evangelistic spirit has prevailed through- 
out. In the weekly prayer meetings, un¬ 
der the leadership of a pastor, teacher, or 
student, as arranged, this spirit has been 
in evidence.

We are especially indebted to the teach¬ 
ers of the college, to Rev. P. Overlid for 
his kindly interest in the college, to Rev. 
J. A. Berge for his fervent, inspiring and 
hearty sermons, to the Christian homes 
represented; to all who have made this 
year one which is outstanding In the ex- 
perience of the students. To God, first of 
all, we give thanks.

Daniel, a Young Man of Prayer. 

Daniel was one of four Chaldean boys 
who were chosen to go into the Chaldean 
court to learn the Chaldean speech and 
culture. 

God gave these youths wisdom and 
knowledge, and Daniel was given the un- 
derstanding of interpreting dreams. This 
was during the reign of Nebuchadnezzar, 
but soon he was driven away, and Darius 
became king. Darius set three presidents 
over his kingdom, one of whom was Da¬ 
niel. He was preferred above all the other 
presidents, being of excellent spirit, and 
because of this, king Darius thought of 
setting him over his whole realm. 

Through jealousy, the other presidents 
sat in a council of judgement trying to 
find some serious fault with Daniel, but 
finding nothing, and because he was a 
god-fearing man, they attacked his God. 

They gathered together with the great 
king Darius, and said unto him, “We have 
consulted together to establish a royal sta¬ 
tue, and make a firm decree that whosoever 
shall ask a petition of any God or man 
for thirty days save of thee, 0 King, he 
shall be east into a den of lions.” 

Against his own secret wishes, but more 
to please the petitioners Darius signed the 
decree. 

Truly, when we stop to think, how like 
the world of old, our world of today is! 
They, in those days, persecuted the one 
who feared God and who brought his pe¬ 
titions to Him. Today persecution is not 
allowed, but how those who try to fol- 
low the straight path are jeered at, and 
ridiculed by worldly people. When Dan¬ 
iel heard that the writing was signed, he 
went to God for help in his distress. 

Young Daniel was a man of prayer and 
was learned in the art of praying. On 
his knees, three times a day, in his own 
house, he gave thanks before God. Here 
we will quote David where he says in 
Psalm 55: 17: “Evening, and morning, 
and at noon will I pray, and cry aloud: 


and he shall hear my voiee.” 

We can understand that God heard 
DaniePs sincere prayer also, when later 
read of the miracle God performed by 
stopping the mouths of the lions. 

DaniePs accusers assembled, went to 
his house, and found him kneeling in sup- 
plication to his God. Returning to King 
Darius they related to him what they had 
seen and heard, restated the law, and 
called upon Darius to carry out the judg- 
ment. 

The king, being displeased with himself 
for signing the decree, argued in vain in 
DaniePs defence, till the setting of the sun. 
Finding that, a new law which the king 
had passed could not be changed, he com- 
manded, and Daniel was east into the den 
of lions. But Daniel had prayed to his 
God for protection, and the lions did not 
harm him. 

The king spent a sleepless night of fast¬ 
ing, and in the morning went in haste to 
the den and cried aloud into the pit. Dan¬ 
iel hearing his grieving voiee answered him 
saying, “God, finding me innocent, sent his 
angel to shut the lions’ mouths; also, O 
King, am I innocent before thee.” 

Darius was very glad, commanded that 
Daniel should be taken out of the den, 
and his accusers east down to their deaths. 

The king then made a decree that in 
every dominion of his kingdom, DaniePs 
God should be his People’s God, and that 
they should worship Him unto the end.

“Jeg er villig til at lide, hvad det skal 
være dersom jeg kan bli saa vakker som 
I er,” sa diamanten. 

Den næste dag kom sliperen og tok den 
nye diamant ind i sit verksted. Alt støv 
og rust blev med skarpe børster revet av 
den. 

“Dette er meget ubehagelig,” bemerket 
diamanten. Sliperen bare smilte og sa:
